A bit of the almost impenetrable 
South African jungle was literally 
set down in a sound stage at Mono- 
gram’s Hollywocd studios as the set- 
ting for “Law of the Jungle,’ the 
colorful comedy-drama which comes 
CO} GHC ee A. Gheatre: Ons Ae cree 
with Arline Judge and John King 
in the featured roles. 

The production of this picture 
involved a tremendous task on the 
part of the studio “green man,” 
whose duty it is to supply all green- 
ery used in settings. The ‘green 
man” and his assistants visited 
every plant nursery in the Los An- 
geles area, selecting hundreds of 
trees, plants and shrubs for use at 
the studio. A search was instituted 
for large trees of the types desired 
and many of these were cut down 
and set up again in the sound stage. 
Moss and creepers were festooned 
from these live trees, until the en- 
tire scene was a remarkably accu- 
rate reproduction of a large area in 
the depths of the jungle. 

Much of the action of the picture 
takes place in some part of this gi- 
ant setting and in another repre- 
senting a native village, in scenes 


in which King, Miss Judge and their 


safari of dusky bearers are beset 
not only by savages but by German 
agents who have incited the natives 
to rebellion.

Born in Cincinnati, King attended 
the local public schools and later 
worked his way through the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati night school by 
acting as a checker and stoker in 
a grain elevator in the daytime. 
After graduation John was in turn 
a dishwasher in a cafeteria, an at- 
tendant in an automobile agency 
and a newspaper reporter. Wander- 
lust took him west, and he worked 
as a lumberjack in New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

Finally, after his return to Cin- 
cinnati, King secured a job as an- 
nouncer at a local radio station, and 
since he had for years possessed a 
good voice, was shortly afterward 
impressed into service as a singer 
on sustaining programs. Eventu- 
ally he was announcer and singer 
on several radio stations in the 
Cincinnati area, and as a result of 
his work on the air was engaged as 
soloist with Ben Bernie’s Band. It 
was while he was thus engaged that 
he was placed under contract for 
motion pictures, making his screen 
debut in the Carole Lombard pic- 
ture, “Love Before Breakfast.” Re- 
cently he has been one of the star- 
ring trio in Monogram’s “Range 
Busters” series of western pictures.

Here’s a Hilarious Space-Getter 


Here’s a stunt that should get you more news and picture 
breaks than any exploitation gag you've pulled in a long time. 
Screwy, but it’s the kind of “screwiness” that gets in the papers. 
Arrange to screen “Law of The Jungle” in the zoo. 

Have the zoo’s curator or some scientist or explorer explain 
to the press that he wants to get the reactions of the animals 
to moving pictures of their native habitat. A portable projection 
machine can be set up in the monkey house of the zoo with 
perhaps a few other types of African animals added to the audi- 
ence in portable cages. Newspaper reporters and photographers 
will be on hand, naturally, to catch “color.” 

For small town exhibitors who are not near a zoo, circus 
or carnival, the stunt can be worked on a smaller, but equally 
effective, scale by inviting the proprietor of a local pet shop to 
bring a couple of monkeys to the theatre to watch the film. The 
newspaper photographer can take photos of the monkeys in 
their seats and perhaps at a typewriter doing a “review.” 


BOOST MANTAN MORELAND AND 
ATTRACT THE COLORED FANS 


You're missing a box office bet if your theatre has any draw 
from colored districts and you fail to do some special selling on 
Monogram’s great colored comic, Mantan Moreland. Look Mag- 
azine calls him “Rochester's closest rival,” and Mantan’s fan 
mail proves that he is building a larger fan following with every 
picture.

Spot several negroes dressed as African natives along the 
main thoroughfare equipped with jungle tom-tom’s which you 
can borrow from local musical instrument dealers or a costume 
supply house. Have the “natives” supposedly beating out mes- 
sages to each other, a couple of blocks apart. The receiving 
“telegrapher” starts writing out the message on a large slate, 
letter by letter. The message, completed in “jungle” language, 
can read something like this: |

With the onlookers’ curiosity thoroughly aroused, the slate 
is turned around so that this message on its reverse side can be 
read.

COLORFUL STREET BALLYHOO 


Dress a group of negroes as African natives and send them 
around town carrying a couple of large crates in the manner 
of “bearers” in a safari. Have a native in the lead beating a 
tom-tom. Put your sales copy on the sides of the crates. Sug- 
gested copy: | 

For the thrill of a lifetime join this safari to the Palace Theatre to 


see the excitement-crammed drama of the Dark Continent—*Law 
of The Jungle.” 


As an alternate gag have two African “natives” carry a lit- 
ter (a cane chair suspended from a couple of poles or a stretcher 
fitted out with a backrest and canopy) with a sign offering free 
transportation via “jungle taxi’ to anyone wishing to visit the 
theatre to see “Law of The Jungle.” For an exira touch, you 
might have a “plant” get aboard and be carried a couple of 
blocks, repeating the stunt at busy intersections. 


Gorilla Footprints On Sidewalk 


If there’s no local ordinance against it, you can add punch 
to your outdoor campaign with a stencil stunt, painting huge 
“gorilla footprints’” on the sidewalk at busy corners. The foot- 
prints, pointing towards your theatre, are accompanied by a 
stenciled panel of copy reading: 


Follow the tracks of the most fearsome of jungle beasts to the most 
spine-tingling adventure of the season—‘Law of The Jungle” at the 


Palace Theatre. 


The stencils will be doubly effective at night if you use lum- 
inous paint. Should it prove impossible for you to get permis- 
sion to use the footprints throughout the city, you can at least 
use them on the sidewalk directly in front of the theatre. 


RENT DELUXE LOBBY DISPLAYS 


Eye-catching silk screen posters are available on an eco- 
nomical rental basis to assure you an attractive lobby at lowest 
cost. Sizes 30x40 and 40x60 plus colored lobby banner can be 
ordered from your nearest National Screen Accessories branch. 


JUNGLE ATMOSPHERE IN LOBBY 


Give your lobby plenty of jungle atmosphere by using 
palms and ferns promoted from the local florists. Decorate all 
shadow boxes, display frames, lobby banners, etc., with a rim 
of tangled vines and straw. Carry out the general effect on 
your marquee and box office, giving the latter a thatched roof. 
If you have an amplifier in your lobby borrow a record of jungle 
“noises’—tom-toms and animal sounds—from your local radio 
station and play the record frequently. Exhibitors who have no 
lobby p.a. system can borrow an electric phonograph for this 
purpose. 

For further “atmosphere” you might dress your ushers and 
ticket-taker in tropical outfits, khaki shorts and shirts and pith 
helmets. If your cashier will co-operate, get her a sarong or 
tiger-skin. 

Local pet shops will usually lend you a cage of monkeys 
for lobby exhibition for a credit card. These frisky critters are 
always terrific crowd stoppers. 


DISPLAYS IN JEWELRY STORES 


Sell jewelry stores and department stores with novelty jew- 
elry counters on featuring jungle jewelry. They’re bound to 
have a stock of pins, bracelets, necklaces, etc., which can be 
woven into an African theme display with stills from “Law of 
the Jungle.” Tie-up copy can suggest that the picture has in- 
spired a jungle jewelry vogue in Hollywood that will soon 
sweep the country. 


Adventure Magazines 

Take advantage of the tremen- 
dous circulation enjoyed by pulp 
magazines catering to adventure 
fans by arranging with newsdealers 
to insert throwaways in these publi- 
cations telling readers that if they 
want red-blooded adventure and 
spine-tingling thrills, they should 
see ‘Law of the Jungle.” Illustrate 
the throwaway with a colorful mat 
from the ad section. A few passes 
will swing the deal with the propri- 
etor of any magazine stand and in 
addition to the throwaways you get 
a display spot for a window card 
with similar copy. 


Cigar Store Tieups 


Still No. 16 is a pip for planting at 
all cigar counters. It’ll be partic- 
ularly well received by the pipe and 
tobacco dealers because it has cute 
Arline Judge in a pose that shows 
she quite definitely approves of her 
boy friend smoking a pipe. Order 
from Monogram Exploitation De- 
partment.
